On the top floor-Morris Gerneshow 
‘had left his family of four children early in 
the evening, as had Mrs. Grimstead, all 
going to church. When the explosions oc- 
curred, of which there were three, Carrie 
Gerneshow was roused by the danger and 
grabbing her little brother Robert, aged 7 
years, and pushing before her a brother 
Harry, aged 15, and a sister Dora, awed 17, 
hustled them down the stairs to safety.

TIGER” LOST IN DEATH, © 


Story Writer Passes Away Suddenly at 
Washington of Hemorrhage of the 
Brain—Became Ill at Banquet on 
Wednesday Night—Wite at Bedside 
When the Final Summons Came— 
Made Place All His Own in the 
World of Letters and Humor, | 


Frank R Stockton, the story writer, died 
suddenly here this morning. The cause of 
Mr. Stockton’s death was paralysis imme- 
diately resulting from a hemorrhage in the 
brain. 

The author was a guest at the banquet of 
the National Academy of Sciences Wednes- 
day night, and at the banquet he was taken 
suddenly and mysteriously ill. The ailment 
did not at that time appear to be serious, and 
for a while the sufferer seemed to be im- 
proving, but a change for the worse came 
this morning and death occurred at 11 o'clock. 

By his bedside when the end came were 
his wife, who was a Miss Tuttle of Virginia, 
and her sister. He was68 yearsofage. The 
body will be taken to Philadelphia for inter- 
ment. No further funeral arrangements 
have been made as yet. | 

Mr. Stockton spent the last winter in New 
York, and had done little Hterary work, pre- 
ferring to rest. After a visit of nearly a 
month to Atlantic City he came to Washing- 
ton to attend the banquet of the scientists, 
intending then to go to his beautiful home 
near Charlestown, W. Va. 


Career in Literature. 
For thirty years Mr. Stockton has been a 
prominent figure in the literary life of 
America. In that time he produced a re-. 
markably quantity of surprisingly good fic- 
tion. His general recognition by the public 
may be said to have begun with the publica- 
tion of ‘‘ Rudder Grange,’’ which for. drol- 
lery, sweetness, and simplicity opened up an 


writing peculiarly American. With all lis 
drollery it never descended to burlesque, but 
clung to the humorous side of our life ina 
most successful and taking way. He was 
next in public note by a long series of short 
stories of the most fanciful conceit and puz- 
zling realism, chief of which was the far- 
famed ‘‘ The Lady or the Tiger?’ a tale the 
elusive and tickling charm of which prom- 
ises to make it a permanent part of our na- 
tive literature. | | 

It made an instantaneous hit on both sides 


of the Atlantic, and even the conservative 


and “anti-Yankee’”’ literary journals of 
London were betrayed into praising it. The 
New York Critic, in speaking of the secret 
of his power as a writer, said: 

‘“‘ There is nothing in the world more sweet- 
ly reasonable than the narrator’s tone. By. 
the absence of merely superficial eccen- 
tricities in the deeply eccentric persons he 
chooses to depict, and the lucid sincerity of 
style with which he reports their doings, he 
produces a perfect illusion.”’ 

Hardly less successful were ‘‘ The Casting 
Away of Mrs. Lecks and Mrs. Aleshine,”’ 
‘“‘The Hundredth Man,” and Squirrel Inn.”’ 


Born in Philadelphia. 
He was born on April 5, 1834, in Philadel- 
phia, and was educated at the common 
schools. He intended to be a physician, but 


by that means for several years. He as- 
sisted his brother John aseditor of the Phil- 
adelphia Post, and did the first work under 
his own name for the Southern Literary 
Messenger. His magazine experience began 
in 1870. 

Lately he has lived on a fine old estate in 
West Virginia, once owned by Washington.

Omaha Has the Hottest April Day in 
Fifteen Years, Saturday Night Cold 
Enough for Overcoats—People Pros- 
trated by Heat—Wheat Crop Suffers 

Dry Winds tn Kansas and Will 
Be Ruined Unless Rain Comes With- 
in Two Days. ‘ | 


Omaha, Neb., April 20.—This was the hot- 
test April day in fifteen years. The ther- 
mometer at 5 p. m. reached 95°, the highest 
previous record being 91°. The intense heat 
was the more oppressive owing to the ex- 
cessive cold weather experience up to Sat- 
urday night. 

Two persons were overcome by heat in one 
church during the day, and many cases of 
illness caused by heat are reported. 

A dispatch from Falls City says the 
mercury reached 100° in the shade at that 
place, and that the fall wheat is suffering 
from lack of moisture. Other points in 
southern Nebraska report record-breaking 
temperature for April. 

Up t§ 10 o’clock tonight there was little 
moderation of the high temperature in this 
city, and a high wind, laden with dust, blew 
a small gale. | 4 

Vegetation in eastern Nebraska is suffering 
for rain, and damage to winter wheat is re- 
ported. 


Kansas Wheat Damaged. 
Topeka, Kas., April 20.—A dry, hot wind 
from the south has swept over Kansas since 
early this morning, doing much damage to 
vegetation of all kinds.

Fire Burns Rapidly.

Terrible Panic on Board. 

In an instant there was terrible panic on 
the boat. Men, women, and children rushed 
fighting for life preservers. The 
officers tried in vain to quiet them. 

A fierce fight occurred for places in the 
big lifeboat. Men threw children at the 
boat and they fell into the river and were 
awept away. Women fainted or screamed, ° 
while others leaped overboard. The negro 
deck hands carried senseless women aiong 
the decks and heaved them into the life- 
boat. - | 

Boats Rush to Rescue. 


Boats put out from both sides of ‘the river. 
A naphtha launch rushed to the rescue and 
picked up many who were fighting for life 
in the river. 

The ropes holding the big lifeboat burned 
in two while the crowd in it was fighting for 
room and it dropped in the river and floated 


away. It was towed to land. 


Survivors Weep and Scream. 

Half an hour after the fire was first dis- 
covered a small group of screaming, hysteri- 
cal men and women were gathered on the 
high bank on the Illinois side of the river. 
The charred wreck of the vessel was rest- 
ing on a mud bank a short distance out in 
the river and the flames were finishing their 
work on the upper deck of the steamer. 

It was not until 2:80 o'clock, ten hours 
after the fire was over, that a passing steam- — 
er, the towboat Maude Kilgore, passed. It 
brought the wretched people down to Cairo. 
In the meantime the people of the surround- 
ing country rendered what Httle assistance 
they could. 

The survivors were without money and 
without clothing. The people at once min- 
istered to their wants. 


Only Three Bodies Recovered. . _ 
Up to midnight only three bodies had been 
recovered, and the redhot iron in the upper 
works of the steamer prevented a search for 
bodies. The body of Captain Wesley Dass 
was recovered a mile below the scene of the 
wreck. One of three babies lost by Mrs. Mc- 
Cullom of Leavenvcrth, ind., washed ashore 
near Mound City, and the y of Miss Marie. 
Tissam was found floating in the river. 

It is supposed. the bodies of the steamboat 
men and a majority of the passengers will 
be found in the charred wreck. 


Fire Starts in Hold. 

Captain Phillips says the fire started in the | 
hold at 4:05.

Drift Back Toward Fire. 

** The lifeboat commenced to drift back to- 
ward the burning steamer, and we thought 
‘we were to die after all. We had no oars to 
steer the boat, and the men used their hands 
for oars. There were people in the river all 
about us. After we had managed to get to 
the shore fires were lighted and the poor men 
and women and children, many of them in 
their night dresses, shivering with the cold 
and from their wet clothing, huddled about 
the fires. Many of them had lost those near- 
est and dearest to them, and their cries and 
moans .were heart-rending. Some were 
burned, but more were badly cut from com- 
ing in contact with the wreckage. 

‘People clung to shutters and anything 
they could find to float on to shore, and only 
a few succeeded. A physician, who, with his 
wife, was among the passengers, managed to 
quiet the sufferings of some by administer- 
ing morphine pills, of which he had a small 
quantity.” 

Describes His Escape. 

H. T. Gardner of Tobinsport, Ind., was 
one of the passengers. He relates his ex- 
perience as follows: | 

“I was awakened by the electric bells and 
the screams of the passengers, my state- | 
room being half way back. I put on a life pre- 
server and my clothes and went out and 
jumped overboard. I was almost caught un- 
der the wheel and saw one man drown who 
was carried under the boat by the swift 
current. I was badly bruised About the 
limbs, but am a good swimmer, and managed 
to get ashore.”’ . 


Mrs. McCullum’s Case Pitiful, 

The case of Mrs. Sherman McCulum is 
most pitiful. With her three children she 
was going to Caruthersville, Mo., to join 
her husband. She jumped overboard and 
landed in the yawl, but her three children 
Janded in the water and she saw them sink. 
She is nearly frantic with grief. The young- 
est of the little ones was recovered opposite 
Mound City and its remains idéntified by 
the mother. | | 

Pilot Al Pretchard tossed his little one 
from the burning steamer into the arms 
waiting to catch it in the yawl, but its head 
etruck against the side of the boat and it 
fell into the river and was lost. The mother 
dis nearly wild with grief. 


River Man Tells of Horror. | 

One,of the surviving members of the crew 
this account: 

“The fire was discovered at 4:05 o’clock 
in the forward hold. By 4:15 the entire boat 
was in flames, and at 4:30 the boat was a 
wreck. The front stairways burned, cutting 
off any avenue of escape. We alarmed the 
sleeping passengers, bursting open their 
doors to awaken them. They ran out with- 
out putting on Nfe preservers and crowded 
aft. The officers held them back while the 
one yaw! was loaded with-wogmen and chil- 
dren. 

“The scene was awful. About twenty or 
thirty were taken off in the boat and then 
those in the water were rescued. The water 
was wold and the passengers were in their 
night clothing. Those who were not burned 
up in the boat drowned in the cold water, 
all except those who were able to swim. I 
was. one of these. When we reached shore 
we were unable to stand, and had to be, 
‘helped out of the water. It seemed as 
though we were crazed by fright, for we 
were screaming with fright even after we 
were safe ashore,”’ 


Doss an Old River Pilot. 


He was making the trip for 
pleasure with his son, Pilot Harry Dass, and 
when his body was found a mile below the 
wreck ,he had on all his clothing and a life- 
preserver. It is believed he died of the shock. 
Captain Doss had been at work for some 
time on a history of notable river disasters. 


'' Description of Steamer. 
Cincinnati, O., April 20.—[{Special.]—The 


City of Pittsburg was a side-wheel steamer 
with two emo stacks. It was built at 
the Marietta, O., ways in 1899, and was 


valued at $80,000. It was partly insured. 
The craft was 300 feet long and 80 feet 
wide over all and considered the finest craft 
on the river. It was of modern equipment 
in every way and its furnishings were elab 

About a year ago the Pittsburg was 
threatened with deetruction by fire while 
moored at the foot of Main street. At that 
time the vessel was saved by the excellent 
work of the fire department. 

The vessel was owned jointly by John M. 
Phillips and Al Brahm of Pittsburg and 
Dana Scott of Zanesville. Just prior to 
the boat’s departure it underwent inspec- 
tion by United States Inspectors Dameron 
and Fearn and was granted first-class 
papers.

Are Deserted During the Day. 


Boston; Mass., April)20.—[(Special.]—The 
attempt to enforce th@ blue laws against 
the sale of confectionery and soda 
rvater was made today in Boston and met 
with partial success, but the saloons were 
able to do a rushing business. 

As a result of the police methods of en- 
forcing the Sunday laws. Boston was com- 
paratively ‘“ dry,’’ at least to big and little 
girls, who wanted to go on wild debauches 
with soda water, and to men, women, and 
children who were ready and willing to 
rush to perdition with boxes of chocolates 
and bags of bon bons in their hands or in 
their midet. 

No little girl, returning home with her 
Jips dry from repeating pages from her 
Sunday school lesson, could, in most parts 
of the town, get a glass of vanilla flavored 
eoda water to quench her thirst, but any 
husky longshoreman or roysterer from any 
section of the earth could, by buying a five- 
cent sandwich of ancient HMneage, secure 
to himself the privilege of purchasing un- 
limited quantities of malt and spirituous 
beverages. 

It was a common sight in various parts of 
Boston throughout the day and evening to 
see a drug store with a sign reading: ‘*‘ No 
candy or soda water sold today’’ almost 
deserted and with the clerksidle, while a few

NATIONAL LABOR BODY DEFIED. 


Local Organization Admits Teamsters 
Despite Protests—Bar Association 
Is Attacked. 


The Labor federation defied the American 
federation by seating delegates from Team- 
sters’ Local No. 10 of the Stock-Yards. A 
protest had been made on the ground that 
the local was a member of a national body 
composed of seceders fr the Team Driv- 
ers’ International union. 4 A special commit- 
tee recommended that thewWelegates be seat- 
ed, with the statement that ‘‘ the Interna- 
tional Team Drivers’ Union of America be 


notified that we stand for the union of wage- 


earners, and that we cannot encourage any 
organization that admits employers.”’ 

The American Federation of Labor virtual- 
ly had demanded the expulsion of the local 
teamsters because they had seceded from the 
International Team Drivers’ union. 

The federation adopted resolutions de- 
nouncing the Chicago Bar association for 
‘‘ seeking to dictate the nominations for the 
judiciary.”’ 

On a suggestion by President Bowman, 
Secretary Carmody was instructed to in- 
vite Senator Hanna to come to Chicago to 
settle the differences between labor bodies 
and certain newspapers. 

Secretary C. 8S. Naden of the Allied Print-. 
ing Trades council requested the aid of the 
Grievance committee in inducing President 
Charles Comiskey of the Chicago Baseball 
club, American league, to use union printed 
score cards. 

Secretary Carmondy reported that the 
Brewers and Ma!‘tsters’ union had agreed to 
accept the decision of the American Fed- 
eration of Laber and yield jurisdiction here 
over brewery engineers and firemen to 
unions of these crafts. ‘ 

A resolution protesting against the aboli- 
tion of the kindergartens was adopted and 
will be sent to the Board of Education.

FARMER VIEW 
PRICE BEEF 


Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son Blames Short Corn 
Crop of Last Year. 


RELIEF IN TWO MONTHS. 


Cost to Be Cheaper When Grass 
Cattle Reach the 
Market. 


STOCKMEN ARE WELL PAID. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson today dis- 
cussed the beef situation from the stand- 
point of a farmer and stock raiser. He at- 
tributes the present high prices to the short 
corn crop of last year. He saye farmers 
have been feeding cattle corn worth 60 cents 
a buehel and have been selling beef for seven 
cents a pound on the hoof. The average 
beef steer, he says, dresses at fifty pounds to 
the hundred, making the cost of the dressed 
animal 14 cents per pound. 


Cheaper in Two Months. 


‘ Secretary Wilson predicts a fall in the price 
of beef in two months. He says: 

“YJ predict a fall in the price of beef as 
soon as the grass cattle are ready for mar- 
ket. There is nothing to hinder the butchers 


among themselves to put an agent in one of 
the Western markets for the purpose of buy- 
ing cattle, having them shipped to their city, 
slaughtered, and sold at a profit, providing 
they can get the same transportation rate 
given to every one else. Whoever gets a 
lower rate becomes a monopolist, as he is 
at once given a great advantage over al. 
those who are discriminated against. 


Why Beef Is High. 

7 do not know whether or not there is a 
combination on the part of the packers to 
put up the price of meats, as I have no means 
of knowing. I do know, however, that ow- | 
ing to the shortness of last year’s corn crop 
the farmers were not able to feed cheap 
eorn to their cattle so as to fatten them 
for market. 
“There is plenty of grass cattle in the 
country. Corn is high and the farmers 
have been giving it to their cattle at doubles 
the ordinary price—namely: 530 to 60 cents a 
bushel. They sent South for cotton seed 
oil so as to help to tide over. 

’ “The farmers have been getting seven 
cents a pound for cattle on the hoof. The 
average steer going into Chicago dresses 
at fifty pounds to the hundred. It is easily 
estimated thut if a calf costs seven cents 
a pound on the hoof it will cost 14 cents 
when dressed. 

** First-class beef dresses at about sixty 
pounds to the hundred,’’ continued the Sec- 
retary, ‘‘and the world’s high-water mark 
along this line is between sixty and seventy 
pounds, but the average is about. fifty 
pounds. This will give some idea of what 
meat costs the butcher. The choice cuts 
are always run up in price and this is why 
we have to pay so much for our meats. 

“While beef will be cheaper when the 
grass-fed cattle are in marketable shape, 
this cause will not operate to reduce the 
price of the products of the hog, as that ani- 
mal cannot fatten on grass.

In 
fact, they are higher than ever before. This

“Another cause for the increase in the 
price of beef is the drain on the corn bupply 
to. fatten horses and mules for our foreign 
markets, There is a large demand for mules 
and horses for use in south Africa. These 
animals must be fattened the same as cattle 
in order to bring a satisfactory price. These 
are some of the natural causes which con- 
tribute to bringing about the existing con- 
dition, but it is impossible for me to say 
whether, in addition to this, the packers 
have arbitrarily added anything to the price, 
- og is a matter with which I have nothing 
o do.

“Tf every one secures the same transpor- 
tation rate it is not possible for the packers

‘* One of the features of an Investigation of 
this kind would be to get at the rate allowed 
by the transportation companies. From the

: Cattle Supply Is Large. 

There is evidently a large supply of stock

relief, as grass fed cattle will begin to reach 
the market within that time. This depends 
on the locality, however. Cattle have been 
on grass since AprW¥ 1.

DIFFER AS. TO MEAT ADVANCE. 


Discussion Continues, Both Natural 
Conditions and the Packers Be- 
ing Blamed. 
The discussion attending the extraordinary 
rise in meat prices was continued yesterday 
and further reports were received from the 
smaller towns of surréunding States, as well 
as from the cattle raising districts. In most 
cases the failure of last year's corn crop is 
blamed for the advance, although some con- 
tend that the packers have taken advantage 
of the situation to increase their profits. 
Incidentally it was stated by men in the 
trade that fully 75 per cent of the poultry 
and eggs in the market is locked up in the 
cold storage houses and is released only 
when the demand becomes so pressing that 
the dealer can realize big profits.

All sides took a hand in the controversy.

LABOR CONDEMNS BEEF TRUST. 


Combination Denounced as Highway 
Robber and Law Appealed To to 
Protect the People. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor yester- 
day expressed its condemnation of the al- 
leged meat trust. The central body said the 
national and State authorities should take 
steps to abate what they termed a public 
highwayman. One enthusiast favored ab- 
stinence from the use of meat until the 
** greedy corporations ’’ came to their senses 
and lowered the prices. 

President James H. Bowman offered the 
resolution which started the discussion. It 
demanded that ‘‘ the strong arm of the law 
protect the people of this country from the 
robbery practiced upon them by this most 
greedy and ruthless trust.”’ 

James Linehan of the carpenters urged the 
use of legislation, instead of the pistol, to 
bring the trust to its senses. 

“A few years ago, when we were voicing 
a protest,’ said Mr. Linehan, *‘ soldiers were 
sen. to keep us from congregating on the 
lake front because President Cleveland said 
we were interfering with commerce. These 
men today are interfering with the means of 
life, yet no soldiers are sent to act against 
them. If you want to remedy these evils you 
must send Congressmen to Washington who 
will have nerve enough to remove the tariff 
from Australian and Canadian beef. Then 
you'll see the prices go down.”’ 

In this connection, the federation decided 
to take steps to organize every branch of the 
Stock-Yards where a lower wage scale is 
paid from that used in thecity. A committee 
was appointed to request the Hammond 
Packing company to erect its new buildings 
with union men under a union scale of 
wages.

schools and less for the employment of 
political workers. 

The announcement was made by Thomas 
Benton Camp, the c!ose friend of Mr. Sher- 
man and State’s Attorney for McDonough 
County, where Mr. Sherman HMves. He is 
at the Brevoort House in charge of the head- 
quarters established as a* result of the 
round robin ’”’ publication. 

_ The reason given for Mr. Sherman’s de- 
termination not to be a candidate for the 
Speakership was that he thought he could 
work better for the objects he had in view 
from the floor of the House than in the 
Speaker's chair, where he would have to pass 
on legislation of all sorts and could not de- 
vote himself to one subject. 

As Explained by Camp. 

**Judge Sherman is not going back to the 
Legislature to be a candidate for the Speak- 
ership,’”’ said Mr. Camp.

Two forest reserves will 


@asesinthe shortly be established by 


Presidential proclamation 
in the sand hill district of 
Nebraska: one, the Dismal River reserve, 
between the Dismal! and Middle Loup Rivers, 
containing 86,000 acres; the other, the Nio- 
brara reserve, between the Niobrara and 
Snake Rivers, 126,000 acres. Neither of 
these reserves contains mining or agricul- 
tural land, and but little privateland. Some 
of the area is now or has been covered by 
forests, and the reserves are easily accessi- 
ble from the settled country. In this unique 
work of converting what is really a sand 
plain into a forest region the government 
foresters will codperate with the forestry de- 
partment .of the University of Nebraska. It 


has for some time been the conviction of 


those who should know that these long 
#tretches of sand hills can be forested, and 
that some portions of them are more valua- 
ble for forestry than for any other purpose, 
and can be given increased value. In the 
meantime the reserves will, as the Secretary 
of Agriculture.says, improve the general con- 
dition of that country by growing timber to 
check the winds, retain the soil moisture, and 
provide fuel, posts, and other supplies for 
settiers.

in the last ten years. Last year 150,000 im- 
migrants found homes there, and this year it 
Is estimated 200,000 more will go there.

The pro- 
fuctiveness of the soil is a great attraction 
for farmers. The Dakotas are not only the 
great wheat fields of the world but they are 
suitable for diversified farming. The corn 
crop is large. The flax crop is larger than 
the crop of the entire United States has been 
in recent years, and will be more than half 
the country’s crop this season. North Da- 
kota has a graes area of 40 million acres, and 
over this whole area the average rainfall is 
seventeen inches. The farmers of the Da-‘ 
kotas have paid off their mortgages and are 
accumulating money. As a rule two seasons 
will clear off incumbrances and pay all run- 
ning expenses and the purchase price. This 
is the reason why there is such a rush of 
farmers from Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin, In- 
diana, and the middle West, just as years ago 
there was a rush of Eastern farmers to the 
then Western States. The middle West may 
yet have its old home festivals, as the East 
‘gs now having them. 


SAVE THE EARLY SCHEDULES. 

In the sundry civil appropriation bill 
there is a pernicious little clause which pro- 
vides that all the original census schedules, 
from 1790 to 1900, shall be burned or else 
sold as waste paper. With regard to the 
fate of the original schedules of the last 
two censuses there can be little feeling one 
way Or'the other. All that is worth having 
in those schedules has been. compressed 
into the final reports, and the schedules 
themselves are now worth about as much 
as empty egg shells. With the schedules’ 
of the censuses previous to 1890 the case 
is different. In the first place, they con- 
tain a great deal of information which, at 
‘the time when they were drawn up, could 
not be extracted from them, but which 
since the invention of the electric devices 
for rapid tabulation and computation can 
be extracted in a short time and at small 
expense. Before the invention of these 
devices the labor involved in going through 
the original schedules for the purpose of 
getting together the data on, say, the ques- 
tion of marriage and divorce was so great 
that the government did not dare to un- 
aertake it. Now, however, with improved 
facilities, the schedules of the first ten 
censuses are a mine in which there is ore 
of the most valuable kind. To destroy the 
mine will be an act of short-sighted, or,’ 
rather, of absolutely blind stupidity. 

This consideration in itself should be 
enough to convince the Senate that when 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, al- 
ready passed by the House, comes up be- 
fore it, the clause in question must be 
eliminated. No other consideration is 
needed. Yet at least one other consider- 
ation may be mentioned. Those earliest 
schedules are in the nature of national 
heirlooms. Why should one wish to de- 
stroy the schedules of 1790? They com- 
prise only twenty-six volumes; they do not 
take up much room; and they contain the 
names of all heads of families at the be- 
ginning of our national history. A record 
of that kind is priceless. It seems imcon- 
ceivable that any one should ever have 
thought of doing anything. but perhaps 
authorize an appropriation for the appoint- 
ment of a special custodian. What the

It would, indeed, be an injustice to omit 
the Vice Presidents, without whom no real- 
ly great meeting dan be held in Chicago. 


The Vice Presidents were, and still are, 


about fifty or one hundred influential gen- 
tlemen, whose names are as familiar as 
household words. Both their ndmes and 


| their faces are seen in public places. The 


task of selecting a list of Vice Presidents 
for any occasion is comparatively simple, 
because there are in Chicago so many Vice 
Presidents for life. First name the editors 
of all the newspapers. Then a representa- 


‘tive of each one of the leading religious de- 


nominations. Then add a mixture of law- 
yers. Sprinkle well with a miscellaneous 
assortment of officeholders: and “ public 
spirited ” men whose passion it is to see their 
names in print. These names, when well 
shaken, can be easily taken by the report- 
ers for the press and appear lifesize in their 


| proper places both before and after the 


meeting. While it may not be permissible to 
draw the inference that people go to a meet- 
ing in order to see the Vice Presidents, who 
sit on the stage as silent and impressive us 
Lord Burghley in the play, yet the gentle- 
men who decorate the platform are consid- 
ered quite as important as the men who. 
hold it for purposes of oratory or entertain- 
ment. Manifestly it is proper to say of the 
Vice Presidents that “ we have them on the 
list.” | 

Honorary pallbearers, so far as is known, 
are indigenous to Chicago—or, as the college 
boy wrote in his essay, “ autochthonous, if 
not indigenous ’—the |two words meaning 
practically the same thing. Nowhere else 
are printed such formidable lists of “* hon- 
orary pallbearers” as in Chicago. Every 
man of prominence known to the deceased 
is pressed into service by telephone or note. 
It is not important whether he attends per- 
sonaliy, or, if he attends at the house or 
church, whether he goes to the cemetery; 
but his name must be kindly given for the 
occasion so that the public may réad in the 
prints of the next day “the honorary pall- 
bearers were Messrs, ——,” and then follow 
from fifteen to twenty names, ranging from 
the Governor of the State to the Captain 
of the ward club. There must be Judges, 
doctors, merchants, capitalists—men of leis- 
ure. In some Chicago circles the standing 
of the dead is gauged by the number of car- 
riages at his funeral; in other circles by the 
number of “honorary pallbearers ” he has. 

Following the list of the honorary pall- 
bearers comes the list of the active pall- 
bearers, who, in this city, are expected to be 
men who are the social equals of the hon- 
orary pallbearers, but a little more intimate- 
ly associated with the deceased and better | 
endowed with bone and muscle. They are 
expected to be younger and more active men, 


but it is not’ unusual to find young men 


among the honorary, or old men among the 
actual, pallbearers, It is perplexing to deter- 
mine the line which separates one from the 
other, unless it may depend upon the degree 
of intimacy which the two sets of officials 
had ‘with the late departed. , 
When Chicago takes in hand the reform of 
social usages it may not be out of taste to 
drop the “honorary pallbearers” and ail 
the efforts at display and ceremonial in con- 
nection with funerals, without any publica- 
tion in the newspapers of pallbearers, hon- 
orary or dishonorary, and to have the serv- 
ices conducted in a dignified, simple, and 
impressive manner for the benefit of those 
who really wish to be “ among those pres- 
ent” and for nobody else.

THE HOUSE SHOULD ACT AT ONCE. 

Nothing contained in this act, or in any act of 
Congress, shall be construed to prevent any citizen 
or corporations of the United States or of any 
State. from contracting for acquiring, holding, or 
operating any interest in one or more steamship 
lines engaged in foreign commerce. 

Thus reads the Hanna amendment to the 
ship subsidy bill. .A burning light is thrown 
upon the purpose of the amendment by the 
official announcement that a British, Ger- 
man, and American shipping combination 
has been definitely arranged “to prevent 
ruinous competition and rate cutting” jin 
transatlantic traffic, and by the unofficial 
intimation that an’ American corp ration, 
with an initial capital of $150,000,000, is to 
be formed to control the steamshi lines 
which have established harmonious, non- 
competitive relations. Here looms up on 
the horizon. that Américan corporation 
which Senator Hanna’s amendment pro- 
vides shall not be prevented by any act of 
Congress from “acquiring and operating 
steamship lines engaged in foreign com- 
merce.” 

The corporation which it is proposed to 
organize to control American, German, and 
British steamship lines will be a trust, but, 
under Senator Hanna’s amendment, the 
anti-trust laws of the United States wii! 
not touch it. The corporation in question 


will work to suppress competition and to 


maintain high freightrates. There are laws 
which forbid these things, but the great 
ocean shipping corporation will, like a king, 
be above ail laws. | | 

It is announced that the combination of 
steamship companies which has been offi- 
cially proclaimed will work in unison with 
the American railroads. The official an- 
nouncement is ey: It has. been 
apparent for some time that great American 
railroads were striving to ‘become water as 
well as land carriers, and thus protract 
their lines across the Atlantic. Hence their 
interest in the ship subsidy bill. It is the 
desire of the railroads, when they shall have 
extended their lines across the Atlantic, to 
make through export rates which will clash 
with provisions of the interstate commerce 
act. Herein lies the Value to them of the

CONSOLIDATING THE PARKS. 

The Civie federation will renew its ef- 
forts to bring about a consolidation of 
the park governments, It hopes the need- 
ful legislation may be obtained from the 
next General Assembly.. Now that the 
subject of town governments has been dis- 
posed of so satisfactorily, that of park 


governments is next/in order. It should 


receive the united attention of all who wish 
to improve conditions in Chi¢ago. There 
are many defects which need remedying, 
but more rapid progress is made by deal- 
ing with a few of them at a time than by at- 
tempting to accomplish everything at once, 
and accomplishing nothing. | 

The consolidation of the park systems 
will bring with it, if the parks are as well 


managed as Lincoln Park and the South 


parks are now, a considerable reduction 
in the cost of administration. The levying 
of one tax wniform throughout the city 
sufficient to provide revenue for the proper 
maintenance of the parks will give to the 
municipal authorities and the Board of 
Education more revenue from a given as- 
sessment than they receive now. This will 
take place without injustice to the taxpay- 
ers, for the increased revenue will come 
from property-owners who pay lower rates 
than the West Side taxpayers. a 

The only perplexing question involved in 
thie consolidation of the parks is as to the 
method of appointing commissioners. The 
experience of the last two years has made 
Chicagoans look with disfavor on the 
election of Park Commissioners by a 
xonascanre Other things being equal, better 
selections ought to be looked for when the 
appointing power is neat home than when 
it is at Springfield, vested in a Governor 
who has to deal with questions affecting 
the State as a whole, and who may not be 


well informed as to the needs of a Chicago |. 


park system. 

These considerations have led many to 
the conclusion that the Judges of Cook 
County should appoint the commission- 
ers. This mode of appointment has worked 
well on the South Side, but the appoint- 
ment of Park Commissioners is not a judi- 
cial function. Some Judges look on the 
gift of the power to appoint commissioners 
as a fatal gift. They fear the demoraliza- 
tion of the bench. There will be more 
danger of demoralization, if the Judges are 
empowered to select men who will have 
charge of all the parks with their hosts of 
employés than there is when they select the 


gen who manage only the South Side 


parks. What with the existing parks and the 
innumerable small parks soon to be estab- 
lished the men at the head of the consoli- 
dated system will have a great deal of what 
the politicians call “ patronage,” the con- 
trol of which the politicians will be eager 
tp get. 7 

| It has been suggested that the power of 
appointment be vested in the Mayor and 
Council, but the suggestion has met with 
little favor. It would meet with a more 
cordial receution were it not for the fear 
that some Mayors would make the parks 
part of a city political ‘‘ machine,” as some 


Governors have made the parks they con- 


trol part of a State political “‘ machine.” 

This subject of the method of appoint- 
ment of the commissioners of the consol- 
idated parks is one which should be fully 
discussed before the Legislature meets, so 
that there maybe substantial agreément 
as to the legislation to be requested of it.

If the high price of beef is due to the scar- 
city of cattle, and if it is for the public inter- 
est that there should be more cattle in order 
that the price of beef may be lowered, Con- 
gress may deem it expedient to take off tem- 
porarily the duty on cattle, There is a duty 
of $3.75 a head on cattle worth not more 
than $14 a head, and of 2714 per cent on cat- 
tle valued at a higher price. The repeal of 
the duty would bring in cheap Mexican cat- 
tle to restock the Western ranges. It would

UEEN ISABELLA of Spain is so much 
addicted to startlingly loud colors, 
even her wig being of an aggressive 
red, that it is difficult for those who 
know her to conceive the spectacle 

which she will present in the weeds of a 
widow, and her jolly, good-humered, fat 


-face surmounted by one of those species of 


Mary Stuart white and black crépe caps 
which royal women are accustomed to wear 
during the early stages of their widowhood. 

The mourning of Queen Isabella will be 
something in the nature of a mockery. For 
she has not made any pretense of living with 
her husband since she was deprived of her 
throne and expelled from Spain thirty-four 
years ago, the intercourse of this oddly as- 
sorted couple from that time forth having 
been restricted to two ceremonial visits a 
year. For she resides in Paris, in the Ave- 


nue Kleber, near the Trocadero, while he 


made his home in the village of Epinay, in 
the vicinity of the metropolis. 

- Moreover, the fact that he should have died 
just at, this particular moment will have 
constituted an additional cause-for Queen 
Isabella’s exasperation against him. His 
demise could not have occurred at a more 
awkward moment. For it wil] sadly inter- 


fere with her projected visit to Madrid in | 


connection with the coming of age festivities 


}of her grandson, young King Alfonso, next 


month, and will likewise have the effect of 
throwing out of gear many of the arrange- 
ments and celebrations which had been made 
in honor of ‘Don Alfonso’s majority. The 
etiquette at the court of Spain is exceedingly 
strict. And no matter how insignificant the 
late King Francis may have been, it would 
be contrary to all tradition and precedent 
for dancing and merry-making to go on at 
the royal palace of Madrid within a month of 
the young King losing his grandfather and 
the Queen Regent her father-in-law. 


King Francis enjoyed the distinction of 


-peing the most diminutive of adult European 


royalties. He was considerably smaller, in- 
deed, than the present King of Italy, his 
height having been about 4 feet 9 inches, 
and he was possessed of all the attributes of 
a dwarf, including a voice of extraordinary 
squeakiness. In fact, it was necessary to 
see him in order to appreciate the full force 
of Queen. Isabella’s remark, when she de- 
clared half laughing, half plaintively, ‘‘ They 
promised to marry me to a man, and they 
gave me an Infant.” : 

She did not marry him of her own free will. 
For she was engaged to his brother, the 
Duke of Seville, a handsome man. _ This 
match was broken off by her mother, Queen 
Christina, at thedesire of King Louis Philippe 
of France, who was anxious that Isabella 
should marry his son, the Duke of Mont- 
pensier, also a handsome man.. This latter 
union was opposed by Great Britain and by 
the other continental powers of the old 
world, who insisted that the presence of a 
French Prince on the throhe of Spain-in the 
position of King Consort would disturb the 
political balange of Europe. In fact, Lquis 
Philippe was given to understand that Eng- 
land and other grovernments' were ready to 
go to war about the matter. 

Resolved to have his way, King Louis. 
Philippe resorted to an intrigue, which is 
among the most disgraceful of the nine- 
teenth century. He forced young Queen Isa- 
bella, through her mother, who was subser- 
vient to his schemes, to contract an alto- 
gether loveless match with the Infant Fran- 
eis of Spain, Duke of Cadiz, who has just 
died, and married Isabella’s younger sister 
on the same day to the Duke of Montpensier. 
As declared at the time in official dispatches 
from the foreign envoys at Madrid to the 
respective governments, and since published, 
the match between Isabella and Don Francis 
was \arranged in the expectation that it 
would remain without issue, and that in con- 
sequence thereof the Duke and Duchess of 
Montpensier would succeed to the crown and 
King Louis Philippe’s aim thus attained and 
his son established on the Spanish throne. 
The trickery of which King Louis Philippe 
rendered himself guilty excited the utmost 
indignation, and one of the most bitter and 
caustic comments on the matter is to be 
found in a published letter written by Queen 
Victoria to the late Queen of the Belgians, 
who was a daughter of the French King, and 
who had endeavored in vain to offer excuses 
for her father’s action. 

Louis Philippe’s expectations were, how- 
ever, disappointed. For Queen Isabella gave 
birth to no less than twelve children, three of 
whom still survive, and consequently the 
Duke and Duchess of Montpensier never 
ascended the throne. Frustrated in their 


_bopes, neither of them made any attempt to 
conceal their bitterness, and, indeed, the 


Duke was largely responsible for the over- 
throw of his sister-in-law, his ex-fiancée 
and his benefactress, in 1868. Indeed, so 
abominable was his attitude towards her 
that it excited resentment even among her 
foes, and when, at the time that candidates 
were sought for the throne of Spain, and he 
put forward his pretensions, no one could be 
found willing to indorse them. 
Loudest in his denunciations of the Duke's 
conduct was that other ex-fiancé of Queen 
Isabella—namely: the Duke of Seville, broth- 
er of King Francis, who has just died. A 
duel ensued, and it was attended by fatal-tre- 
sults, the Duke of Montpensier—that is to 
say, the brother of Queen Isabella’s sister— 
killing the brother of her husband, under 


circumstances of the most cold-blooded bru- | 


tality. 


The late King Francis was accused of many 
things while his wife was still on the throne. 
Indeed, there are actually in existence pub- 
lished diplomatic dispatches intimating that 
he had a share In the instigation of the 
memorable attempt made upon her life when 
she received a serious stab wound. But all 
these stories may be set down as calumnies, 
circulated by those who objected to his 
openly expressed disapproval of the’ moral 
indiscretions of his wife, and on the whole he 
was a harmless fellow, especially during the > 
last thirty years of his life. His principal 
failings were an economy. pushed to the 
point of avarice, and that failing so com- 
mon to all small men—that is to say, an ex- 


_aggerated idea of his own importance. No 


one was a greater stickler than he on the 
subject of precedence, and on the occasion. 
of the state funeral at Paris of the last 
King of Hanover in 1878 there was an amus- 
ing conflict about the matter between the 
present British monarch and the small King, 
the latter insisting on having the ‘* pas” of 
Edward VII., who was then only heir ap- 
parent. The latter, however, expressed to 
Lord Lyons and to his cousin, the Duke of 
Cumberland, in language of an altogether 
Georgian vigor, that he would see himself 
something or another if he would walk in 
the wake of the little King Consort of Spain, 
and matters were finally compromised by the 
King and the Prince of Wales walking to- 


gether, the latter appearing perfectly gigan- | 


tic by the side of his diminutive companion, 

King Francis must have left a large for- 
tune indeed, as, terrified by the extravagance 
of his wife, hé never spent more than a quar- 
ter of his income, and it is probable that he 
will be found to nave left it'to his grand- 
son, the young King, to whom he was de- 
votedly attached, and who from his earliest 
childhood had ween particularly fond of his 


| Srandfather. Indeed, the one extravagance 


of the old man was the magnificent toys

Salaries on the vaudeville stage vary wide- 
ly, from $1,000 a week for an occasional star 
during a short engagement to $25 a week for 
a beginner. The biggest salaries as a rule 
go to actors and singers who have made a 
large reputation in the legitimate and re- 
quire a liberal application of golden salve 
to lessen the pain of what they profess to 
feel is a descent to the vaudeville stage. 
Often these high-priced birds of passage

times they do it in a way to leave the vaude- 
ville audiences wondering how in the world 
they ever acquired their big reputations as 
actors. The regular professional, vaudeville 
actor looks upon them as interlopers, and 
it is said that managers generally are begin- 
ning to.fight shy of them. When an actor 
feels that he is degrading himself by ap- 
pearing in vaudeville the probability. is

tain extent, feeling perhaps that “ anything 
is good enough for a vaudeville audience.’ 

He is not likely to make that mistake more 
than once, however, for, as a matter of fact,

contains a great many people who have

Among the real, genuine, blown-in-the- 


bottle vaudeville people the two who proba- 


bly command the biggest money are George 
Fuller Golden and Ezra Kendall. Both of 


these men are said to get $500 a week. They 


get large salaries because their monologues 


are funny and because they are versatile 
enough to collect and prepare new material 
for their talks. Kendall, for instance, never 
uses the same monologue more than twice 
around the circuit, and often only once, 
while the average monologue artist, once 
he has found something which goes fairly 
well, is loath to try anything new until both 
he and his talk die of old age. There are a 


| good many men who can tell a funny story 


in a funny way, but those who can first 
write one and then tell it are extremely 


scarce. Thus intellectual ingenuity gets | 


its reward on the salary lst. There is at 
present an increasing tendency on the part 
of managers to demand new stuff from the 
people they engage, with the result that 
some of the old-timers are being hard driven 
to hold their own, and many of them arenow 
working for less money than they com- 
manded a few years ago. ° 

Among the regular vaudeville people the 
comedian stands at the top of the salary 
list. ‘“*‘ Anything to make the people laugh ”’ 
is the motto of the manager, so long as the 
comedy is entirely free from anything 
profane or suggestive. In order to insure 
that the tone of their productions may not 
be lowered, many of the larger managers 
employ men who act as official censors, at- 
tending every performance, note~book in 
hand, and putting down a record of every 
thing which could in any way offend the 
most fastidious. Later. the offending ac- 
tors are consulted and requiréd to alter their 
acts to suit the ideas of the censor. 

As a rule the vaudeville manager, after 
securing a head-liner or two at big salaries, 
puts on his list each week a number of at- 
tractions which cost him a hundred or a 
hundred and a half a week. It is often and, 
in fact usually, the cage that these medium- 
priced attractions make the real hits of the 
program. The higher priced star lends dig- 
nity and tone to the program, while the men 
who are still ambitious and climbing and 
who have their biggest salaries still ahead 
of them really furnish the fun and the solid 
substantials of the vaudeville feast. Many 
of these men and women, after getting close 
to the top in vaudeville, let their ambition 
lead them into making a trial as a star at 
the head of companies of their own. Wit- 
ness Dave Warfield and Ezra Kendall, the 
latter of whom will star next fall under the 
direction of Liebler & Co. Joe Welch and 
several others now in vaudeville have the 
star bee in their bonnets and will not be 
satisfied until they have at least a trial at 
the bigger game. ~ 

Often, too, these recruits from vaudeville, 
after a season or two in the “ legit,’’ are 
glad to come to their first love—vaudeville— 
sometimes with an enhanced reputation and 
a bigger salary, but often to begin again 
a little lower than they left.

DUCE EXPENSES. 


President Griscom of the International 
Navigation Company, Which May 
Become Holder of Securities for All 
Five Lines Merged, Talks of the 
Combine—Denies Political Signifi- 
cance in Deal—Better Service Aimed 
At with Less Cost, 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 20.—Clement A. 
Griscom, President of the International Nav- 
igation company, one of the five transatlan- 
tic steamship companies which have been 
merged under the direction of J. P. Morgan, 
today talked concerning the consolidation. 
its purposes, and probable effects. 

Agreements for a controlling interest in 
each of the lines have been secured, he said, 
ané all that now remains to be accomplished 
is the organization of the holding company. 
This matter isin the hands of J. P. Morgan. 


company will be made the parent company. 
The question now under consideration Is the 
desirability of this plan as against the or- 
ganization of an entirely new company to 
control the operations of the combined 
steamship lines. The published statements 
as to the financial basis of the combine, Mr. 
Griscom said, were entirely speculative, as 
that detail had not as yet been completed. 


Capital to Be Near $200,000,000. 


“The capitalization of the consolidated 
companies,’ said Mr. Griscom, ““* will be in 
the neighborhood of $200,000,000, ich sum 

bsorbed. 
Working capital, of course, will be provided, 
and the profits and reserve fund should en- 
able us to build the necessary additions to 
our fleets. While control of the company 
will be held in this country, it will be a strict- 
ly international organization, fostering the 
various companies included in the consolida- 
tion, preserving their autonomy, and respect- 
ing their national and local surroundings. 

‘“‘The object of.the combination is totry to 
give better transatlantic service at a de- 
creased cost. We expect in time to inaugu- 
rate a system of daily departures from New 
York, an innovation that is a real necessity. 


_ Effect of Subsidy Bill. 


“There is no political significance in this 
deal. The negotiations have covered a 
period of many years, and I was interested 
in the subject as far back as 1884. The 
passage of. the ship subsidy bill would have 
but one effect, so far as the new enterprise 
is concerned. It would enable us to sail ships 
now building and hereafter built under the 
American flag on an equal footing with the 
ships of other countries. 

‘““We have only four small vessels that 
might benefit by the passage of this bill, and 
they are on the Pacific.” 

Mr. Griscom denied the statement that 
Liverpool would be abandoned as a passen- 
ger port. He said that question had not been 
discussed. Mr. Griscom said it was possible 
the company would carry its own insurance. 
‘‘The consolidation,’’ declared Mr. Griscom, 
‘‘ will result in better transatlantic service, 
steadier and more uniform rates, a just dis- 
tribution of traffic over all American and 
Canadian seaports, increased lines on the 
Pacific, and services to South America as 
traffic may be found to justify them. 

“To what extent these new services will 
be conducted by steamships built. in this 
country and sailed under the American flag 


depends upon Congress.”

“He was known in every town 
of the Middle West that had a Chinaman 
within its borders. He spoke English flu- 
ently and studied American law for four 
years. On this account he was invaluable 
in event of arrests and trouble. — 


Two Seek the ‘“‘Throne.”

It was accom- 
panied by fifty of his followers and taken to 
O’Brien’s undertaking establishment, Blue 
Island avenue and Taylor street. There it 
will remain for several days, when it will be 
taken to his old home at 127 Harrison street, 
where the widow, Lilly Haipin, ismow living. 

Then, after a lapse of two weeks, a public 
funeral will be¢held before the joss house, 
319 South Clark street, and the body, placed 
in the middle of the street, will be watched 
over with all the ceremonies of the race. _

HARMONY IN HOMES VIAL 


THE REV. D. F. FOX DISCUSSES 
CAUSES OF UNHAPPINESS. 


* 

Pastor of California Avenue Congre- 
gsational Church Declares That Real 
Tragedies of Domestic Life Often 
Begin at Altar—Souls Mismatea 
Through Importance Attached to 
Wealth—F. DeW. Talmage Eulogizes 
Late Distinguished Father. 


In discussing the question, ‘“‘ What Makes 
Unhappy Homes?” the Rev. D. F. Fox, pas- 
tor of the California Avenue Congregational 
Church, declared yesterday morning that the 
real tragedies of the home often. begin at the 
marriage altar as a result of aMiances 
prompted by wealth instead of love. The 
argument was to the effect that a nation or 
country is no better than its domestic life. 
Mr. Fox said in part: 

“The most vitally important relation on 
earth is not that of the President to his 
country, nor the statesman to his constitu- 
ency, nor the soldier to his flag. It ts the re- 
lation between husband and wife. Fireside 
affection turns the house into a home, makes 
the halls resound with glad shouts, fills the 
days with sunshine and the years with vice 
tory. The home is more important than 
church or state, It is the foundation of the 
republic. The country is no better than its 
domestic life. It should be the happiest 
| Place onearth. 


Sources of Unhappiness. 


: “ Among the most fruitful sources of un- 
happiness in the home are extravagance— 
‘people haven't the courage to live within 
their incomes; iill-temper—poverty and 
sickness do not do so much harm; the ab- 
sence of common courtesy—the golden rule 
is unknown; intemperance, jealousy, and 
suspicion. These are the passions which di- 
rectly influence the lives of men and wom- 
en. They invade the home, rend asunder 
the family, break the domestic circle, and 
threaten the life of the nation. bar ae 


First Fatal Mistake Made... 


“But the real tragedy of the home often 
begins at the marriage altar. It is here the 
first fatal mistake is made. People write 
capital in large letters. Character in small, 
Mothers are willing to marry off their 
daughters to men of known immorality and 
to men so old that there cannot possibly be 
@ mutual interest in the concerns of life. 
These marriages would not be tolerated or 
considered for a moment if it were not for 
the bank account that came along with 
them. Then, too, our papers teem with the 
reports of truant marriages, escapades, and 
elopements. We are living in days of much 
disobedience. Who obeys father, mother, 
man, or God? . 

** What are the results? Much of the so- 
called marrying is not a mating of souls. 
It is ‘legalized immorality. Currents of mis- 
ery are sent coursing down to the end of 
time, carrying death and destruction with 
them, What the country needs, what Chi- 
cago needs, is the home life, the fatherhood, 
motherhood, the love, the religion of domes- 
tic peace and happiness.”’

The Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage De- 
livers a Eulogy on Late Distin- 
tinguished Brooklyn Divine. 


tribute to his late distinguished father yes- 
terday morning in his sermon at the Jeffer- 
son Park Presbyterian Church. The address 
was a eulogy in which the striking person- 
ality of the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage was 
explained as an evidence of a truly natural 
man—one who never at pted to be differ- 
ent from his fellow-maf. In the course of 
his sermon Mr. Talmage said: 

‘My father was the most original and yet 
the most natural man I ever knew. Original 
in the sense that he always did everything 
in a way different from any one else. He 
wrote differently; he lectured differently; he 
preached differently. Yet my father was 
natural in the sense that he never strove to 
be original and different from every one else. 
It was in his personality that he was differ- 
ent. 

‘* He was so different from other men that 


' for many years the American pulpit could 


not understand him. Under the scrutinizing 
eye of the theological critic there could be 
found no heretical flaw in his sermons. But 
though the buildings in which he preached 
in our own and other lands were always 
crowded to hear him, though great mult!- 
tudes were brought to decision for Christ 
under his preaching in the Brooklyn Taber- 
nacle, where he passed the most active years 
of his life’s ministry, yet for years he wasa 
misunderstood man. 

“With one wave of his hand he swept 
away all the cobwebs which had accumu- 
around the traditional methods of 
sermonic oratory. With his mighty, original 
personality he broke the shackles of ecclesi- 
astical slavery. He dispensed with the min- 
isterial gown ahd hurled from the church the 
old-fashioned pulpit, but he still clung tothe 
old truths. He spoke the gospel message in 
its simplicity. Because the story was so 


| simply told it was told with originality.” 


RACE GROWING MORE PERFECT. 


‘William Salter Declares World Is Bet- 


ter Because There Is No Interfer- 
ence with Natural Laws. 


William Salter in his lecture before the 
Society of Ethical Culture at Steinway Hall 
yesterday morning discussed the question, 
**Is This a Good World?” His address was 
the first of a series aiming to give ‘‘ A Mod- 
ern Philosophy of Life.”’ He said, in part: 

‘Though the question of first importance 
is, Are we good? rather than, Is the world 
g00d ? the latter inquiry has a curious interest 
for us. The things we call evil are ready to 
hand—freezing cold, fires, floods, tempests, 
earthquakes, volcanoes, sufferings incident 
to the struggle for existence, human injus- 
tice and wrong. Can we call that a good 
world which includes such things? That 
they may injure man there is no doubt; but 
do they need to do so? Has man not got to 
know what he is to expect? Must nature not 
be constant? Is not a world better in which 
there is no interference with natural law 
than one in which human beings were cos- 
seted?

DEFENDS BOARD OF EDUCATION 


‘M. M. Mangasarian Upholds Policy 
Closing Kindergartens in Address 
at Grand Opera-House. 


In the prelude to his lecture before the 
Independent Religious society at the Grand 
Opera-House yesterday morning, M. M 
Mangasarian came to the defense of the 
Board of Education and declared himself in 
favor of closing the kindergartens under the 
circumstances. He said, in part: 

“To cut down the school budget for the 
sake of the kindergartens would be ‘ robbing 
Peter to pay Paul.’ Out of 250 schools only 
about eighty-nine are equipped with accom- 
modations for infants. / It seems reasonable, 
then, that the larger interest should not be 
jeopardized for the lesser. The Board of 
Education is following the correct policy. We 
are apt.to exaggerate the importance of kin- 


derga s.
